= Hereas We are informed that ſeveral Deeds of Surrender, which haye ken lately made by ſeveral Corporations and Bodies Corporate, 
$9 of andin Our Cities and Towns within Our Kingdom of Exg/and, nd Dominion of //ales, of their Charters, Franciſes and Pri- 
viledges, are not yet Recorded or Enrolled: Andthatuponthe Proeedings and Rules for Judgment, which have lately been had 
upon the Quo Warranto's or Informations in Nature of a ©uo //aranto, Judgments are not yet Entred upon Record ; Where- 
upon, notwithſtanding new Charters haye beengranted inthe Reignf Our late Dear Brother, and in Our Reign; Which ſaid Deeds 
( beingnot Enrolled or Recorded ) do not amountunto, orin Lawmake any Surrender of the Charters, Franciſes or Libertics there- 
in mentioned ; And ſuch of the ſaid Corporations or Bodies Politick againſt which Rules tor Judgments have been made in the Life 
time of Ourlate Dear Brother, orſince, in Our Court of King's Benh ( but no Judgments Entred upon Record ) are not Diſcorpo- 
rateor Diſſolved; Andthartit is in Our Power to leaye ſuch Corporatims in the ſame Eſtate and Condition they were in, and to diſcharge 
; all further Proceedings and Effefts that may be of ſuch Rules for Judgments, and Deeds of Surrender : Wedo hereby Publiſh and De- 
clare, That upon due Search and Examinatien made, We haye ſatisfaRtion that the Deeds of Surrender made by the ag pe nay and Bodies Politick of the 
ſaid Cities and Towns, Except the Corporations following : { that is toſay ) Thetford, Nottingham, Bridgewater, Ludlow, B:waley, Beverley, Teukef- 
bury, Exeter, Doncaſter, Colcheſter , Wincheſter, Lanceſton, Liſderd, Plimpton, Tregoney, Pleymouth, Dunwich, St. Ives, Fowy, Eaſt-Love, Camelford, 
Fefi-Looe, Tintegal, Penryn, Truro, Bodmyn, Hadligh, Leſtwythel, and Saltaſh, ate na Inrolled or Recordedin any of Our Courts: And that theugh 
Rules for Judgments have paſſed upon Informations in Nature of a 90 Warranto againſt the Corporations and Bodies Politick of ſeveral Cities and Towns, in 
Ourſaid Kingdem and Dominion; Yerno Judgments have been or are Entred upon Record upon any ſuch Informations, Ex-ept againſt the City of London, 
Cheſter, Calze. St. Ives, Pool, York, Thaxted, Langhour, and c Matmsbury: And We of Our meer Grace and Favour, being Reſolved to reſtore and put all 
Qur Ciries, Towns and Burroughs in Z»g/2nd and Wales, and alſo Our Townof Berwick upon Tweed, into the ſame State and Condition they were and was, 
in Ourlate Dear Brothers Reign, before any Need of Surrender vas made of ala Obactanc or Cranchiſos...gr Drxcceodinge 2g.3inft rhenrordee rattons or 


Bodies Politick, in or of the ſaid Cities, Towns or Burroughs upon any Duo Warranto or Informations in Natureof a Quo Warranto had.We do hereby therefore 
Publiſh, Declare, Dire and Require, That the ſaid Corporations and Bodies Polltick aud Corporate of all the ſaid Cities, Towns and Burroughs, whoſe Deeds of 


Surrender are not Inrolled, nor Judgments entted againſt them as aforeſaid; And the Mayors, Baylitts, Sheriffs, Aldermen, Commoh Council men, Afiſt- 
ants, Recorders, Town-Clerks, Magiſtrats, Miniſters, Officers, Freemen, and all andevery others the Members of or inevery of them reſpeQively upon the 
Pnblication of this Our Proclamation, Take on them and proceed to AA as a Corporation or Body Politick, and where Places are vacant by Death or other- 
wiſe, to make i.letions, Conſiitute and Fill up the ſame, ( Notwithſtanding the uſual Days and Times of Elections by the Ancient Charters and Conſtitutions 
ſhall happen to bepaſt  andto Do, Execute and Pertorm all andevery Matter a'1d Thing as they Lawfully might and ought to haye done, if no ſuch Deeds of 
Surrender, Rules for Judgment, or other Proceedings upon any ſuch ®uo Warranto or Informations had been had ormade. And forthe better effeRing Our 
ſaid Intention, We have by Order made by Usin Council, and under Our Sign Manual; and We doalfo by this Our Proclamation made with the Advice of 


Our ſaid Council, Diſcharge, Remove, and Diſmiſsall andevery Perſon and Perſons of and from all Offices and Places of Mayors, Bailiffs, Sheriffs, Alder. 
*men, Common Council men, Aſſiſtants , Recorder, Town Clerk, and all andevery Office and Place, which they or any of them Have or Claim only by 


- Charter, Parent, or Grant from Our Dear Brother, or trom Our Self ſfincethe Dares of the Reſpective Needs of Surrender, or Rules for Judgment; Except 


ſuch Corporations whoſe Deeds of Surrender are Inrolled, or againſt whom Judgment is entred; And thar all andevery ſuch Perfon and Perſons deliver up in. 
rothe Hands and Cuitody of the ſaid Perſons hereby appointed and intended ro Act and Execute the ſaid Oiltces and Places, all and eyery the Charters, Re- 
cords, Books, Evidences, and matters concerning the ſaid reſpeRtive Corporations. | : 

And We do hereby further Publiſh and Declare, -That We have cauſed all and eyery the faid Deeds of Surrender which can be found, to be delivered and put 
into the Hands of Our Attorney-General, to beby him Cancelled and returned to the Corporations and Bodies Politick of the reſpeRive Cities and Towns 


” Whomthey concern; Andhave alſo Givento Qur iaid Attorny Authority, .and do hereby Warrant and Command him, not only not to proceed or enter Judg- 


ment upon ihe ſaid 90 /Varranto's, or Informations, in Nature of a Y#9 /arranto, or any of them, but toenteruponthe reſpeRiive Records, No proſequz's, 
and Legal Diſcharges thereof: and We do hereby Publiſh and Declare Our further Grace and Favcurto the ſaid Cities, Cerporations and Burroughs,at any time 
hereafter, by any further Actor Grant, Confirm or Reſtore unto them all their Charters, Liberties, Franchiſes and Priviledges,that at the reſpeRive times of ſuch 
Deeds of Surrender, or Rules for Judgment made orgiven, they heldorenjoyed. Andin orderto the perfeRing Our ſaid gracious Intentions, We do hereby 
likewiſe Publiſh and Declare Our Royal Will and. Pleaſure as for and concerning the reſtoring toluch of Our Cities, Corporations and Burroughs within Our ſaid 
Kingdom ard Dominion, which haye made Deeds of Surrender, or have had Judgment given zgainſt them,with Surrenders and Judgments are Entred of Record, - 


| That our Chancellor, Attorny- General and Solicitor-General, without Fees to any Officer o1 Officers whatfoeyer, upon Application to them made, 1hall, and 


they are hereby required toprepare and paſs Charters, Inſtruments, Grants and Letters Parteats for the Incorporating, Regranting, Confirming and Reſtoring to 
all and evciy the ſaid Cities, Corporations and Burroughs, their reſpe&ive Charters, Liberties, Rights, Franchiſes and Priviledges,and for reſtoring the reſpe&ive 
Mayors, Bayliffs, Recorders, Sheriffs, Town.Clarks, Aldermen, Common Council-men, Aſſiſtants, Officers, Magiſtrates, Miniſters and Freemen, as were 
of ſuch Cities, Corporations or Burroughs at the time of ſuch Deeds of Surrender,or Judgmenis reſpeRively given or had, and forthe putting them into the ſame 
State, Condition and Plight chey were in at the times of ſuch Deeds of Surrender, or Judgments made or given. And wheceas divers Burroughs that were no- 


- heretofore Corporations, have fince the Year One thouſand ſix hundred ſeventy nine, had Chaters of Incorporation Granted and P aſſed unto them; We hereby

further Expreſs and Declare Our Royal Pleaſure, to determine and annul the ſaid laſt mentionel Charters and Corporations; Ando that end, we haye in Purſy- 
anceto the Powcrreſerved in the ſaid Charters, by Our Orderin Council, and under Our Sig Manual, Removed and Diſcharged; And Wedoaltoby this Qur 
Proclamation, made with the Advice of Our ſaid Council, Remove and Diſcharge all and eye'y Perſon of or in the ſaid laſt mentioned Corporations, ot and from 
all Offices and Places of Mayors, Bayliffs, Recorders, Sheriffs, Aldermen, Common Council-m:n, Affiſtants, and of and from all andevery other Office and Place 
fromwaich We haye Power reſerved by the ſaid Charters refpeQively, to Remoye or Diſcharge them: And Wedo hereby Promiſe and Declare,that We will Do - 
and Conſent toall ſuch As, Matters and Things as ſhall be neceſſary to render theſe Our gracious Intentions and Purpoſes efteRual, it being Our gracious Imtenti- 
on to call a Parliament as ſoon as the general Diſturbance oi Our Kingdom by the intended Iny:ſion, will admit thereof.
